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(§) Disposable undergarment 



I A disposable undergamient comprises a fibr- 
ous nonwoven fabric stretchable in length and 
widtti, having a stretching stress higher tiian 30 
g in width. Is used as a basic doth (1). An 
absorbent pad (10), smaller ttian the basic doth, 
is bonded to tine inner surface thereof. The 
absorbent pad (10) has a middle zone (Si) witii a 
higher rigidity than opposite side zones (S2). 
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The present invention relates to a disposable un- 
dergarment of the pants type formed by bondlngfront 
and rear bodies along respective opposite side edges 
at waist level, such as incontinence diapers, baby di- 
apers, baby training pants and sanitary pants. 

Such an undergannentof the priorart usually em- 
ploys nonelastic nonwoven fabric as a base cloth, and 
elastic members each comprising a plurality of 
thread-like elastic elements or a single tape-like elas- 
tic member bonded, after being stretched by a prede- 
termined elongation percentage, to respective leg- 
openings along peripheral edges thereof by means of 
hot melt type adhesive in order to keep the leg open- 
ings fitting around the wearer's legs and thereby to 
avoid excretion leakage possibly occurring around 
the legs. 

However, use of sakJ elastic membere some- 
times causes pressure marks around the wearer's 
legs or even causes pain to the wearer. 

While it may be contemplated, as one measure to 
produce the undergarment at a jow cost, to arrange 
the undergarment using noneof saki elastic membere 
so that excretion leakage occurring around the wear- 
er's legs may be avoided, such an arrangement has 
not been realized. 

it is an object of the invention to eliminate the 
abovementk>ned problems by a novel arrangement of 
a basic doth and an absorbent element as will be de- 
scribed in detail. 

The object set forth above is achieved, according 
to the invention, by a disposable undergamrient conv 
prising a basic cloth made of fibrous nonwoven fabric 
elastically stretchable at least in length and width and 
provided with a waist-opening and a pair of leg-open- 
ings, wherein fibrous nonwoven febric having a 
stretching stress of at least 30 g, at least In width, is 
used as said basic cloth and an absorbent pad has a 
smaller size than that of said basic cloth so that outer 
peripheral edges of said basic cloth may extend out- 
ward from those of said absorbent pad and is bonded, 
preferably intermittently, to the inner surface of said 
basic cloth, and wherein said absorbent pad has a rig- 
idity lower than 7 g/cm and this rigidity gradually de- 
creases from a longitudinally middle zone to longitu- 
dinally opposite end zones of said absorbent pad. 

Inspite of the fact that the leg-openings are not 
provided with elastic membere, peripheral edges of 
the respective leg-openings fit well around the wear- 
er's legs. 

The invention will be described by way of exam- 
ple with reference to the accompanying drawings, In 
which: 

Fig. 1 is a front view showing a first embodiment 
of an undergarment constructed according to the 
invention; 

Fig. 2 is a developed plan view showing, partially 

broken away, the Inside of said undergarment; 
Fig. 3 is an enlarged scale sectional view showing 



an absorbent pad; and 

Fig. 4 is an enlarged scale sectional view taken 
along a 

line X-X In Fig. 2. 

5 Referring to Figs. 1 through 4, there is shown an 

embodiment of the invention. An undergarment is cut 
out from fibrous nonwoven fabric used as a basic 
cloth 1 having an elastic stretchability both in length 
and width (preferably, an elastk: stretchability higher 

10 in width than in length) and has a waist-opening 6 and 
a pair of leg-openings 7 formed by bonding opposite 
side edges 4, 5 of a front body 2 to corresponding op- 
posite side edges 4, 5 of a rear body 3 in dotted pat- 
tern. 

15 The basic cloth 1 of the front and rear bodies 2, 

3 may be fonmed, for example, from a web of heat 
crimped synthetic fibre having its component fibres 
entangled or intertwined by subjecting them to fluid 
jet or intermittently bonding together under pressure 

20 and heat. The basic cloth 1 used herein has a stretch- 
ing stress in length and width of 30 g or higher, more 
preferably, of 50 to 130 g. 

The waist-opening 6 is provided on its inner per- 
ipheral surface with an elastic member 8 in the form 

25 of tape so as to be elastically stretchable in the cir- 
cumferential direction, but the leg-openings 7 have 
none of the elastic membere as have conventionally 
been attached to the leg-openings. It should be un- 
derstood that, if desired, suitable synthetic resin of 

30 hot melt type having a rubber-like elasticity in its 
cured state, which has been conventionally employed 
for bonding members of a disposable diaper, may be 
applied to inner or outer peripheral surfaces 9 of each 
leg-opening 7, so as to define a ribbon-like zone, so 

35 that the regton of each leg-opening may have a 
stretching stress higher than that in the remaining re- 
gion, it is also possible to use, instead of said resin, 
so-called rubber elastomer which is an elastic mate- 
rial in the form of a liquid or gel presenting a rubber- 

40 like elasticity in its cured state or after heat treatment. 
An absorbent pad 10 is laid upon the inner sur- 
face of the basic cloth 1. The absorbent pad 10 has a 
contour substantially similar to that of the basic cloth 
1 and a size smaller than thatofthe basic cloth I.The 

45 absorbent pad 10 comprises liquid-permeable top- 
and backsheets 11, 12 both made of fibrous nonwov- 
en fabric,and a liquid-absorbent core 13 sandwiched 
therebetween,wherein regions 14 each having a 
width Wi of the top- and backsheets extending out- 

50 ward from the outer peripheral edge of the core 13 are 
bonded together by means of adhesive or suitable 
welding means. The backsheet 12 may be also 
formed, if desired, by a liquid-impenmeable sheet 
such as water-proofed fibrous nonwoven fabric or 

55 plastic film. 

Sandwiched between the top- and backsheets 
11, 12, the core 13 may be divided into a longitudinally 
middle zone and longitudinally opposite side zones 
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S,. for better understanding the spec'^c structure 
thereof. The middle zone S, has a rigidity higher than 
that in the oppostte side zones S,. Each side zone^ 
has a rigidity (Taber stiffness) lower than 7 g^an a<^ 
cording to the TAPII standard, preferably of 5 to 2 
g/cm.Whllealiquid-absorbentlayer13bis.nterpos^ 
betweenapairofliquid-absorbentlayers13a both be- 
ing thicker than said liquid-absorbent layer 13b m or- 
Zl achieve the above-mentioned rigidtty rela^^ 
ship in the specific embodiment illustrated, it » also 
possible to increase the material density or compress 
L material and thereby to increase the ngidity in the 
middle zone S,. More preferably, the core 13 is sha,^ 
ed to have a gradually decreasing thickness from a 
region adjacent its outer peripheral edges to its oute 
p«ipheraledges.so that an abrupt differencemlevel 

which otherwise would appear between the basic 
ctoth 1 and the outer side edges of the absorbent pad 
10 may be avoided and. in consequence, a zone ad- 
jacent each leg-opening 7 may f t well around the 
learer-s leg. Such desired shape of the core 13 
be achieved, for example, by appropriate allotment of 

core materials. . , « ui . 

The absorbent pad 1 0 is intermittently (preferably 
in dotted pattern) bonded to the basic cloth 1 by 
means of adhesive or suitable welding means (not 
shown). A distance (width) from the inner side 
edge of each side flap 14 to the corresponding outer 
sMe edge of the basic cloth 1 depends on the rigidity 
of the absorbent pad 10 and is pr«ferably 10 mm or 
laraertomaintainadesiredcontractileforceofthenb- 

bon-like elasticzone 9. Each of the outwartlly «rten<^ 
ing regtons 14 preferably has a rigidity lower than 2 
g/cm according to said TAPII standard. 

With the undergamient constructed as described 
hereinabove according to the inventton. the outer per- 
■ ipheral edges of the respective leg-openings are al- 
most not affected by the rigidity of the absorbent pad. 
Namely, the outer peripheral edflte pf the leg-open- 
ings f it well around the wearer's legs under a stret^ 
ing stress of the basic doth itself.and neithera back- 
ward bending nor a disengagement of the outer per- 
ipheral edges occurs during use of the undergarment 
inspite of the fact that said outer peripheral edges 
have no elastic members. In this manner. the under- 
garment of the invention is comparable with the con- 
Jentional undergarment provided with the elastic 
members for preventiveeffect against excretion leak- 

age.and superior to the undergarment of pnor art in 
mass-productivity at a low cost. 
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ings. wherein fibrous nonwoven fabric having a 
stretching stress of at least 30 g. at least in width, 
is used as said basic doth.and an absorbent 
pad.havlng a smaller size than that of said basic 
cloth so that outer peripheral edges of said basic 
cloth extend outward from those of saW absor- 
bent pad. is intermittently bonded to the inner 
surface of said basic doth, and wherein said alv 
sorbent pad has a longitudinally mWdlezone and 
longitudinally opposite side zones and said mid- 
dte zone has a rigidity higher than that in said op- 
posite side zones. 

A disposable undergarment acooring to Claim 1 , 
wherein the rigidity of said opposite side zones is 
lower than 7 g/cm.

A disposable undergarment according to Oaim 1 
or 2 wherein said absortient pad is shaped to 
have a thtekness gradually decreasing from a re- 
gion adjacent Ite opposite side edges to its oppo- 
site side edges. 
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Claims 

1 A disposable undergarment comprising a basic 
doth made of fibrous nonwoven fabric elastically 
stretchable at least in length and width and pro- 
vided with awaist-opening and a pairof leg-open- 
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Disposable underigarment 



@ A disposable undergannent comprises a fibr- 
ous nonwoven fabric stretchable in length and 
width, having a stretching stress higher than 30 
g in width, is used as a basic cloth (1). An 
absorbent pad (10), smaller than the basic cloth, 
is bonded to the Inner surface thereof. The 
absorbent pad (10) has a middle zone (S^) with a 
higher rigidity than opposite side zones (S2). 
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
